/M’rnrntx, Dicnitrn Cu<'ull<in<i, and C/rniafi.s rrrticillans. 

('nrj/<(<ili.'t /larii/a grows in the southeastern counties of New York, 
but has not hitherto been taken in Connecticut or even in New Kng- 
land. Thus the Higl >y station extends the range of the species some 
fiftv or sixtv miles eastward.
